Ontario city government costs 
have shown a. much smaller in- 
crease in the past five years than 
has the county government and the 
Chaffey school district. , 

‘Harold D. Martin, city manager, 
so informed councilmen last night.

Since 19438, he said, the city tax 
rate has increased but 10 percent. 
In the same period, county taxes 
have gone up 32 percent and the 
Chaffey rate 29 percent. 

In 1943-44, the city and county 
rates were each $1.40. Today the 
city rate is $1.54—an increase of 
14 cents—and the county rate is 
$1,85, a jump of 45 cents.

Rid State of ‘Criminal Parasites’ 
Dullea Tells Governor's Survey 


SACRAMENTO, 


(ZP)—Charles Dullea, 


member of the 


state adult authority, in a speech prepared for delivery be- 
fore Governor Warren's statewide conference on crime, to- 
day called upon the public to rally behind law enforcement 
officials to rid California “of criminal parasites.” 

The speaker, former police chief of San Francisco and 
president of the National Police Chiefs Association, declared: 


“When crime becomes so arro- 
gant that criminals. who breach 
the code of the underworld can 
be executed in reprisal; when ma- 
chinegun fire and the blasts from 
shotguns and rifles can strike 
down victims of gang wa-s on our 
public highways; vi¢n bullet rid- 
dled bodies of Eastern thugs can 
be thrown fro mspeeding automo- 
bilés in our city streets then it is 
time for all of us to join together 
to remove this cancerous growth 
from our society.” 

Hopeful 

Dullea expressed the hope the 
conference would ‘focus the at- 
tention of the decent citizens up- 
onthe threat to their security by 
criminal elements and that they 
will be aroused to the extent that 
they will rally to the support of 
the duly elected and appointed 


officials when they swing into ac- 
tion to rid‘the state of criminal 
parasites,” 

Robberies in California, he said, 
are more than double the nation- 
average. If the state's crime rates 
were substantially the same as 
those throughout the nation ‘we 
might well pass the mater off as 
the result of the war.” 

However, he said, ‘‘a consider- 
ation of our major crime reports 
reveal the shocking fact that in 
some cases we far exceed the na- 
tional average.” 

Statistics 

Although murder, homocide and 
assaults.are about average in the 
state: 

“Roberies in California per 
100,000 of population, were 68.2

1 cake compressed yeast. 

1/8 cup milk. 

% cup sugar. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

3 tablespoons vitaminized mar- 
garine. 

1 egg. 

2 1/3 cups flour. 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind. 

1 cup chopped dried apricots. 

1% cup sugar. 

Crumble ‘yeast and dissolve itt 2 

tablespoons lukewarm _ water. 
Scald milk, add sugar, salt and 
‘margarine; stir until dissolved. 
‘Cool to lukewarm and add to yeast. 
Beat egg, add to yeast mixture 
and lemon rind mixed wth flour 
to make a soft dough. Knead two 
or three minutes or until smooth 
and elastic. Cook apricots in 1 cup- 
water until soft; add 14 cup sugar; 
cool. 
to % inch thickness and place ‘in 
greased 8-inch square pan; spread 
with cooled apricot mixture. Roll 
jremaining dough to 4 inch thick- 
ness and cut in strips.. Arrange 
dough strips on apricots, lattice 
fashion. Cover pan with cloth 
and let dough rise in warm place 
until light; about 1 hour. Brush 
strips with lightly beaten egg 
white and sprinkle with sugar.

by radio eight and one half hours 
after Mr. Truman addressed a joint 
session of Congress yesterday, 
sounded this Republican cry: 

“This is the police state con- 
demned by the President himself 
only a month ago. This is the end 
of economic freedom.” 

Authority Asked 

In his message to the law-mak- 
ers Mr. Truman summoned back 
into special session to vote aid for 
Europe and try to check rising 
prices at home, the President 
asked for immediate authority to 
allocate scarce commodities, con- 
trol exports, tighten credit and 
impose other inflation curbs. 

Back of these he asked for 
power to clamp down with the 
“selective” price and wage con- 
trols, together with rationing, if 
he found such steps necessary to 
keep essential living costs in check. 

At a news conference October 
16, Mr. Truman told reporters in 
response to questions that con- 
trols, including those over rents, 
represent police state methods 
even in wartime. 

“(He added that such methods 
sometimes must be used in an 
emergency and that in this coun- 
try they are used through the will 
of the people rather than that of 
one man.) 

Police State 

Taft said there ‘will never be 
a time when an emergency .can- 
not be summoned up” and demand- 
ed to know whether this country 
should abandon its philisophy of 
freedom “for the police state 
methods which have brought the 
rest of the world as seekers fot 
charity at our door.” 

Even before Taft, who heads the 
senate Republican policy commit- 
tee as well as the Senate-House 
economic committee, tore into the 
President’s program, other GOP 
leaders voiced their own sharp 
criticisms. 

Martin told reporters Mr. Tru- 
man was asking for “OPA” and 
added the economic program has 
little chance for enactment during 
the special session. 

House Republican leader Hal- 
eck of Indiana said the President 
had asked Congress “to grant him 
dictatorial powers.” 

Demos Join 

Even Democratic Senators El- 
mer Thomas of Oklahoma and 
Byrd of Virginia said the program 
spells ‘“regimentation.” 

Taft charged that “political 
strategy” was involved in Mr. Tru- 
man’s speech. Declaring the Pres- 
idefit’s proposals represent a “final 
surrender to the left wing,” the 
Ohio Senator added: 

“We stand at the crossroads 
today between a free America and 
a planned economy. This is the 
last stand of the planners who 
think they know how to run the 
people’s affairs better than the 
people can know themselves.”

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Marshall Plan Looks To 
Permanent Help in Europe 


While Congressional debate continues on the merit, 
form and extent of the Marshall plan for European aid, 
there is general agreement on one score—we cannot con- 
tinue to feed Europe indefinitely. Rather, our help must 
have the positive effect of enabling the devastated continent 
to help itself. 

To feed adequately our increasing population at home, 
reciamation bureau staticians figure that eight million addi- 
tional acres of cropland are needed. In the face of this need 
America this year is providing 52 per cent of all grains mov- 
ing across national boundaries as opposed to a mere 5 per 
cent in prewar years. 

Yet world-wide hunger on an even more disastrous 
scale than now prevalent would result should American 
exports be curtailed immediately. Potato consumption, the 
mainstay of Britain's low income families, has just been 
cut by rationing to three pounds per week per person. Only 
Russia has escaped the demoralizing effect of the season's 
serious draughts. And the Soviets, who genuinely fear the 
Marshall plan as a threat to the spread of Communism, 
have shown no intention of sharing their bounty. 

One feature of the Marshall program provides for ex- 
tensive shipments of fertilizer to the 16 participating na- 
tions. According to agricultural experts, one ton of nitrate 
lertilizer spread on the soil will produce 12 additional tons 
of grain. 

Help along these lines—assistance in rebuilding starved 
soil, furnishing farm and industrial equipment, would be 
the most effective way to enable Western Europe to emerge 
quickly from bankruptcy. World-wide hunger will endure 
so long as such an important share of the world’s popula- 
tion fails to produce to the utmost to fill its own needs. 
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“Fair” Business Is Good 
Business in State 


. Almost without exception the 76 fairs held in California 
this year were great successes. They took in approximately 
50 million dollars. With that much money rolling into their 
coffers, it would be pretty hard to be anything but suc- 
cessful. 

The boom in the fair business during 1947 is in sharp 
contrast to the low ebb 14 years ago in 1933. In that year 
only nine fairs were held. In 1948 another banner year is 
expected with the Los Angeles county fair being a major 
attraction in the state. During the next five years a 40 
million dollar building program is being planned by the 
fair organizations in the state. It might be said that busi- 
ness in this field is very good even though it is “fair.”
